A Hayes Freight Lines transport 
loaded with sodium cyanide and 
an empty gravel truck collided at 
1:30 p. rn. yesterday on Route 34 
four miles south of Harrisburg, 
the collision sending Donald Wolfal 
of Harrisburg to the hospital. 
Wolfal. driver of the dump truck 
for George Glass of Harrisburg, 
was taken by ambulance to the 
H arrisburg hospital in an uncon­ 
scious condition after officers and 
others extricated him from the 
cab of the vehicle. 
State Policeman Adolph Sweat, 
who with State Policeman Roy A. 
Lane were called to the scene, said 
the Hayes truck was headed north 
with 32.550 pounds of deady sodium 
cyanide loaded in barrels, en route 
from a Du Pont plant at Memphis 
to Chicago. 
He said that the Hayes truck, 
driven by Sammy Leon Sullivan 
of Vincennes, Ind.. was travelling 
behind a truck of the Southeastern 
Illinois Electric co-operative driv­ 
en by 
Everett Somers of West 
Frankfort. 
Somers, he stated, ap­ 
parently intended to make a left 
turn off the highway but did not 
and 
Sullivan slammed 
on Ute 
brakes of the Hayes truck, the big 
machine jack-knifing. 
Coming from the opposite direc­ 
tion was the Glass dump truck 
and the two vehicles collided, the 
SEIEC truck escaping undamaged. 
Wolfal was taken to the hospital 
and Sullivan suffered an injury to 
his left knee and a cut under his 
left armpit. 
Both trucks were de­ 
molished. 
Traffic was tied up for about two 
hours as efforts were made to get 
the Hayes truck from across the 
pavement by using three wreckers 
and a winch truck. Not until the 
SEIEC dispatched a huge bull­ 
dozer to tho scene was the truck 
removed from the highway. 
Fire Truck at Scene

Posmoster Urges 
Improvement of 
Rural Mail Boxes 


“This is rural mail box improve­ 
ment week and all patrons of the 
rural postal service are asked to 
cooperate by improving the looks 
of their mail boxes,” A. M. Hetb- 
erington, 
Harrisburg postmaster, 
declared today. 
Mr. Hethcnngton continued by 
stating this was the 18th year the 
Fostai Department had asked rur­ 
al carriers and rural patrons to 
work together in having mail box­ 
es erected according to regulations 
and 
made more 
attractive by 
painting and 
making other im­ 
provements. 
All mail boxes should be service­ 
able. That is, they shoqld protect 
the mail from the weather and not 
injure the carrier. Boxes should 
be properly supported with strong 
posts. The boxes should be easily 
accessible to the carrier, with the 
name of the owner inscribed in 
black letters on the side visible to 
the carrier as he approaches the 
box. 
Mail boxes should be about 42 
inches above the ground and on 
an arm extending out from the 
post. 
When neighbors live close 
together, 
the boxes 
should be 
grouped, preferable on a shelf like 
board attached atop two or more 
strong posts. 
“Mail boxes 
may be painted 
either white or silver and the pa­ 
tron’s name printed in neat black 
letters about one inch high. Let's 
make rural America more beau­ 
tiful by making our mail boxes 
attractive,” Postmaster Hethering- 
ton said.

Court Orders 
Suit to Protect 
Chiropractors 


SPRINGFIELD IP*—The Illinois 
Supreme Court today ordered the 
Madison County Circuit Court to 
proceed with a suit brought by li­ 
censed chiropractors 
to prohibit 
practice by unlicensed chiroprac­ 
tors. 
Five Madison County licensed 
chiropractors brought suit for an 
injunction to prevent practice by 
unlicensed chiropractors. The Cir­ 
cuit Court, dismissed the complaint, 
and was upheld by the 4th District 
Apoellate Court. 
The Supreme 
Court 
reversed 
both rulings and said the suit pro­ 
tects the right of licensed practi­ 
tioners and benefits the public as 
Well by helping “ insure compliance 
with those laws which have been 
sustained by this court as a rea­ 
sonable exercise of the Legisla­ 
ture’s police power in protecting 
the public health and welfare.”

Sup't is Teacher 
Under Tenure Law 


SPRINGFIELD W -The Illinois 
Supreme Court today held in a 
split decision that a school super­ 
intendent is a teacher within the 
meaning of the teacher tenure law. 
The high court decision reversed 
a 3rd District Appellate Court rul­ 
ing and upheld the Macoupin Coun­ 
ty Circuit Court. 
The Circuit Court had awarded 
Erma W. McNely a $4,900 judg­ 
ment for one year’s salary for the 
late Earl J. McNely, superintend­ 
ent of Community Unit School Dist. 
No. 7 in Macoupin county. 
McNely was dismissed from his 
job April 25, 1951. Erma McNely 
contended he was entitled to con­ 
tinued pay up to the time of his 
death under the teacher tenure 
law. 
The Supreme Court said super­ 
intendents, like teachers, must be 
certified. 
This, the court said, 
“leaves us with the inevitable con­ 
clusion that superintendents are, 
under present law, and were under 
prior law, 
‘teachers’ within the 
definition of the teacher tenure 
law.”

Oliver P. Bolton, (R-Ohio), would 
have restricted price support loans 
for an individual farmer to a total 
of $25,000 a year.

It wasn’t always so, Willis re­ 
called. 
Back iii 1940, when Peoria 
Manual Coach R. L. Baxter got to­ 
gether the first HISA-sanctioued 
state baseball meet, only 94 teams 
entered the elimination. 
The IDSA took over sponsor? hip j 
the next year and 123 teams took j 
part. Then came the war, arid the 
entries fell to a low of 04 iii 1243. 
But since the end nf World War 
II, the number of high school nines 
has grown by leaps and bounds. A I 
record 372 teams are playing in j 
the 1956 diamond competition, now 
underway across the state. 
Willis said one factor in the up­ 
surge of interest in prep baseball 
is that schools now provide more 
money for athletics. 
“There has been a general ex­ 
pansion of athletic programs.” he 
said. “ For ex a mph , in the earlier; 
days they didn’t generally employ I 
baseball coaches. Nov they’re be­ 
ginning to do that.” 
Willis said baseball costs more 
than many sports. The expense of 
baseballs, equipment, 
bats, uni- j 
forms and travel is “ alarming,” j 
lie said. Most schools don't find 
they 
can charge admission 
to 
games like they can ; r basketball 
and football to meet costs. 
Willis said another reason for 
baseball’s r se, beside the expand­ 
ing athletic program, has been the 
help of professional ball. He cited 
the pro game's aid in publishing 
rule books, 
holding clinics and 
making its personnel available for 
baseball schools. 
“And 
certainly 
tho 
L i t t l e 
Leagues and the American le­ 
gion's summer program have add­ 
ed some emphasis to high school 
ball,” he said. 
Willis sa d 
that though many j 
schools now have "excellent” parks 
and some have lights for nignt j 
games, the lack of facilities still 
plagues some teams, 
lie said an-1 
other headache is the lack of good 
weather for spring baseball sched­ 
ules.

The slender, 20-foot-long Nikes, 
fired two seconds apart, climbed 
to 10,000 feet within three and one- 
half seconds, and then leveled into 
a wide arc. 
One missile hit the 
drone, which was only l l feet long 
with an eight-foot wing span, and 
exploded. 
The other Nike, close 
by, quickly was blown up by a self­ 
destruction device. • 
The Army said it had planned 
t h e 
unrestricted 
demonstration 
long before the Pentagon erupted 
in an argument about the relative 
merits of Nike and the Air Force’s 
Talos, developed by the Navy. The 
Army said furthermore that it had 
made little change in its routine 
launching procedure for the press 
demonstration. 
After the successful demonstra­ 
tion Tuesday, Maj. Gen. Robert J. 
Wood, commander of the anti-air­ 
craft artillery and guided missile 
center at nearby Ft. Bliss, Tex., 
said the newsmen had seen Nike 
—and that a successor now in de­ 
velopment, Nike B, would be able 
to go far beyond the altitude range 
of “aircraft with which we are now 
familiar.’ 
The Army demonstrated two oth­ 
er types of missiles Tuesday—the 
surface-to-surface Corporal rocket 
and the Honest John artillery bal­ 
listics missile. Both rockets scored 
solid hits on ground targets.

He conceded 
that, in a cooperative democratic 
effort to achieve a unified inter­ 
national approach to foreign prob­ 
lems, there is bound to be more 
disagreement that there would be 
under a totalitarian system. 
4. He said he believes Egypt 
made a mistake in recognizing 
Red China. But he added that a 
single act by another nation does 
not destroy this country’s friend­ 
ship for that nation or deter our 
willingness to work cooperatively.

Two Winds 
One of their weapons is a labora­ 
tory tank in which they have brok­ 
en a tornado into its basic elements 
; in order to spawn miniature twist­ 
ers. 
The scientists say their “tornado 
tank” experiments verify an 1887 
theory of William Ferrel, an early 
Signal Corps meteorologist. He be­ 
lieved that two separate winds, an 
updraft and a slow circulating cur­ 
rent near the ground, must tangle 
to spawn a tornado. By themselves, 
these two types of wind are rela­ 
tively harmless..
